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TOLERATION IN MALTA. 


In snother column we publish an instructive — 
communication from Lord Elgin on the question 
of maintaining religious toleration throughout 
the British Empire. Lord Elgin lays down an 
unimpeachable principle of British rule in 
informing the Governor of Malta that amended 
Royal Instructions..will in future guarantee 
“full liberty of conscignce and the free exercise 
of their respective modes of religious wor- 
ship to all creeds without distinction in the 
island. The instruction is the result of the 
discovery made last May, in consequence of 
the Roman Catholic Archbishop’s protest 
against a militant Protestant mission, that the 
Roman Catholic Church stood in a privileged 
position in Malta asregards, public religious 
ceremonies. However, even now the condi- 
tion is appended that the exercise of equal 
rights mus* be “quiet and peaceable” and not 
“give offence or scandal to the Government.” 
A religious procession that would suit Madrid 
might make trouble in Liverpool, afd a Salva- 
tion Army open-air service that would cause 
no particular scandal in Camberwell would 
excite a grave one in Mecca, Malta is Malta, 
and the Governor may find it rather delicate 
work to decide: how far polemical propaganda 
can be tolerated.

The maps which were preparéd three months 
ago by the Anglo-Egyptian Commissioners, who 
have been éngaged in common with the Torkish.

Only one deviation bas 
been admitted, a small concession having been 
made to Turkey in the immediate neighbonr- 
hood of Akaba itself. From Rafah tlie line 
follows the watershed leaving the important 
point of Gofaima Ain Ragbdeif, the ancient 
Kadesh of the Exodus, on the Egyptian side 
of the line and Raf Rabadi to Raf Tabah,a cape 
at the head of theGulf of Akaba. Tabah post on 
the upper portiof of the pass between Akaba 
and Port Nakhl are retained by Egypt. The 
rights of the Bedonins to water and other | 
properties on either side of the line are guar- 
anteed by the parties to the agréement. Turk- 
ish troops and Zaptiéhs are allowed to make 
use of the wells on the Egyptian side of the 
frontier but_ a special clause expressly pro- 
hibits them from crossing the frontier while 
carrying arms. . 

Now that all causes of friction are “removed 
we trust that the good relations between 
Egyptand the Ottoman Empire will henge- 
forth be maintained.

THE BUBONIC PLAGUE. 


The weekly bulletin issued by the Depart- 
mebt ot Pablic Health reports that twelve 
casbs occurred throughout Ezypt daring the 
weék ended last Saturday, viz. 9 at Suez and 

at Alexandria. Since January Ist the' total 
nurbber of cases recorded amounts to 475 as 
against 259 and 808 daring the corresponding 
periods of 1905 and 1904, respectively. Op 
Snoriday a native of Moharrem Bey was found 
dead and hubonic plague was diagnosed, and 
on the same,day one pneumonic case was 
admitted to hospital at Suez, where three deaths 
from plague also occurred. The four, cases 
admitted to hospital at Sucz on Saturday were 
all Maltese living in the same house. 

Another death ocourred yesterdsy in Suez 
hospital. 

A porter, without any fixed abode, was 
admitted yesterday into the Government hos- 
pital at Alexandria suffering from plague.

We'do not say that things are not better now 
than they were before, but itis not so in 
the eyes of Mr. Blant and bis friends unless 
his object is to have Egypt annexed to 
England and the bondholders will then’ be 
secure. 

Oar readers can see plainly from the above 
that England and Torkey tried to crush the 
cebéllicn by peacefal means and promised 
Arabi £4,000 a year if he would leave the 
coubtry,but Mr. Blunt insisted on his refusing 
the offer.

THE SULTAN'S HEALTH. 


PROFESSOR BERGMANN’S. VIEW, 


A Latian despatch from Stamboul, under 
dete of the 21st alt., saya : 

| have learned to-day from an absolately 
reliable source that the Saltan’s malady is 
stone in the bladder, the same ailment to 
which Napoleon III. succumbed after an opera- 
tion performed on him in Chislehurst. The 
operation to which the Sultan submitted on 
Adguat 10 was far less dangerous, the disease 
not having ma?e such ravages as it had with 
-Napoleor, whose constitution was pretty pearly 
nndermined at the time of the operation. 
Abde! Hamid has passed the forty dsys after 
Noureddin Pasba’s successfol operation in 
comparatively good health. His actual condi- 
tior, 98 Professor von Bergmann told me 
to-day, is quite satisfactory. He describes 
the Saltan as being pale and in need of rest, 
but showing good spirite, and exhibiting 
distinct symptoms of recovery. The greatest 
source of danger, the German epecialist added, 
was ot so much the possibility of a relapse, 
but the fact that the Sultan wants to attend 
to every detail of State business personally, 
thereby overtaxing bis strength. The Sultan 
sometimes refers jocularly to the newspaper 
reports, which describe him as being near 
death ; at othar times, however, he is greatly 
irritated at these reporta, on account .of their 
political bearing. 

Professor von Bargmann strongly recom- 
manded to him that he should allow daily or 
semiweekly reports signed by him (Bergmann) 
to be given out to the Press. Thereby the 
wild ramoars which have been springing up 

~yver since the Sultan’s sickness became known 
would te brought to an end—romours which 
were immensely multiplied, and have found 
an ever-increasing circle of believers, owing to 
the incredible and unparalleled stupidity or 
the Palace people, who insisted on making the 
world believe that his: Meje:ty was soffering 
simply from a slight cold, when every beggar 
in the remotest corner of the Empire knew 
that the Sultan wae, if not deadly, quite 
serions'y sick. Professor von Bergmann re- 
presented to the Sultan that reports issued 
and signed by him -woold find credence every- 
where, and put an end to the activity of the 
cavard-monger. The Sultan yiélded. Profesecr 
yon Bergmann and his assistant, Professor 
Bier, drew up, in communion with the Sultan’s 
physicians in ordinary, 4 long report explain- 
ing the origin, progress, and actual state of the 
Ménarch’s sicknese, and then presented it to 
the Saltan, with a strong recommendation that 
it should be published in the Tarkisb Press, 
The Sultan consented, bat up to this date 
nothing has appeared in the papere, nor will 
anything appear later on. The notor’ous 
Palace clique had succeaded in convincing the 
Sultan that to bear out Profeasor von Berg- 
mann’s advice would have a very detrimental 
effect upon the populace. And the Sultan, 
as usual, yieldad to this clique.

THE WELLCOME LABORATORIES. 


The second report of the Wellcome Research 
Laboratories at Khartoum has jost been issued 
in a handsome quarto volume of 255 pages, 
enriched by several excellent plates, coloured 
and uncoloured, in addition to nomerous photo: 
graphs and maps. ; 

These laboratories were established three 
years agoat the Gordon Memorial College, 
Khartoum, by Mr. Henry 8. Wellcome asa 
free gift to the Sudan Government, and are 
intended, amovg otber objects, to promote 
the study of.tropical disorders, especially 
the infective diseases of both man and beast ;

the testing and assaying of agricultural, mine- 
ra', and otber sabstavces of practical interest 
in the indnstrial development of the Sudan. 
The director, Dr. Andrew Ba'four, has been 
go successful in his pioneer work that bis 

_ ptaff has been strengthened by the addition 


yelling pathologist and ‘hatoralist (Dr. Shef- 
field Neave). A valuable adjanct in the shape 
of a floating laboratory will likewise be placed 
at his disposal before long. He has enlisted, 
moreover, the sympathies of several officers, 
\. poth medical and veterinary, cmployed by the 
Sodan Goverhment, acd is getting much 
‘ assistance from them as collectors and in- 
qnirers. 
The “mosquito brigade” has been doing 
good work, not only in Khartour, but in the 
Anglo:Egyptian Sadan generally, and tbe re- 
port gives statistics on the subject. There 
are valuable rapers on other biting insects 
besides the mosquito, including the deadly 
tsetse fly. There is one on vegetal pests by 
Mr. F. V. Theobald, and ove by Dr. Balfour 
on trypanosomiasis in cattle and mules. 
An institution of this comprehensive cha- 
racter must needs prove of incalculable benefit 
to the ccuatry with’ which it is more imme- 
diately concerned, while it cannot fail to act 
asa usefal auxiliary to home schools of tropical 
mcdicine. '

RELIGIONS IN MALTA. 


LORD ELGIN’S REBUKE TO THE 
ARCHBISHOP. 


— 


A despatch from ‘the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies,relative to the holding of Protest- 
ant mission services in the Theatre Royal, 
Malta, was published last week. It is the 
sequel «f the action taken by the Roman Cath- 
olic Archbishop of Malta in protesting against 
the holding of a Protestant mission in Malta, 
and insisting to the Governor that it should 
be forthwith stopped. Writing on August 15th 
to the Governor of the island, Lord Elgin 
says :— 

“The circumstances connected with the mis- 
sion services held in the Theatre Royal at 
Malta, during last May,by the Rev.J. McNeill, 
bave directed the attention of his Majesty’s 
Government to the general: question of the 
treatmert of different religious denominations 
in that island. : 

‘The only basis which his Majesty's Govern- 
ment can admit for the settlement of the ques- 
tion is that all denom‘nations should be treated 
with perfect equality. They are not aware 
of any pledges given by their predecessors, or 
of any circumstances peculiar to Malta, which 
preclude/them from proceeding on that basi3, 
or would jastify them in denying to one re- 
ligious body privileges granted to avother. 

“There is fortunately but one respect in 
which the existing conditions need alteration 
in order. to-carry out the privciple of perfect 
equality and mutual toleration between differ- 
exit religions. The only practical restriction up- 
on the religions ceremonies of other domina- 
tions than the Roman Catholic Church is that 
they are not permitted to take place in public. 
Whaetevcr may have been the grounds on which 
it was originally imposed, such a restriction is 
plainly inconsistent with the principle which 
his Majesty's Government desires to aee follow- 
ed, and yon will acordingly raise no objection in 
f ture to the holding in public of the religious 
ceremonies of any denomination, provided, of 
course, that they are bona fide religious cere- 
monier, and not in the nature of demonstra- 
tions intended {0 give oftence. 

“Tn order to make clear beyond doubt the 

view which his Majesty’s Government take of 
the question, I propose to advise his Majesty 
to issue Royal Inatractions amending the pre- 
Gent instructions by the insertion of-the follow- 
ing clause; ‘It being Oar intention” that all 
persons inhabiting Oar said island shoald 
have fall liberty of conscience and the free 
exercise of their respectives modes of religious 
worship; We do hereby require Oor said Go- 
vernor and Commander-in-Chief to permit all 
persons within Oar said Island to have such 
liberty, and to exercise theif respective modes 
of religious’ worship, provided they be con- 
tented with a quiet and peaceable enjoyment 
of the same, not giving offence or scandal to 
the Government.’ 
, “His Majesty's Goverement trust that.the 
people of Malta, recogniz’ng the principle of 
toleration-which inapires the decision conveyed 
in this despatch, will secord to the public cere- 
movies of other Charchee and denominations 
the same respect as to thoee of the Roman 
Cathotic Charch. If, however, disturbances 
should be caused by evil-dispo:ed persons they 
must, of course, be repressed, if necessary by 
the whole power of the Government, and the 
persons causing them dealt with in accordance 
with law; bat his Majesty’s Government earn- 
estly hope that you will be confronted with 
no such necessity in: carrying out a policy based 
on the fandamental principles of British 
liberty.”

INDIAN AGITATION. 


A STRONG WARNING. 


Commenting on the part played by the 
Indian vernacular Press in the..apread of 
disloyal agitation among the Béngalis, the Alla- 
habad “Pioneer” observes that, contemptible 
as the editors of these-papers frequently are, 
the number of natives able to read their own 
vernacular is increasing daily, and the native 
anti-British newspaper is their only source 
of inf»rmation. It is idle for the Government 
to rely on the justice meted out by. its officers 
and their assidaity in promoting local interests 
as a refatation of the cunningly devised lies 
of the native Press. “The jastios and the 
assiduity are no new thing ; but the agitation 
growe.” Two courses appear open. Rigorons 
suppression of the seditiors Presses” or stately 
disregard of them. Tha first, says the “Pioneer,” 
“would alienate,the sympathies of that vast 
percentage of the British electorate which is so 
supremely ignorant of Indian affairs, and would 


‘provide the extremists with a platform cry 


nearly as efficacious as that of ‘Chinese Labour.’ 
Therefore, it seems, the evil most growand 
prosper until it has borne its frait.” : 
The agitators have at present a free hand 
for mischief, butit isthe people who have to 
be considered. ‘““T'he dbo is a pitifal one, 
when the deep potentialities for evil—probably 


‘T but dimly recognised by the ringleaders them- 


selves—are considered. They are fast creating 
a Frankenstein monster, which, when its time 
is completed, will inevitablyavenge the horrors 
to which it will be exposed on the reckless 
authors ofits being. Sach a monster will be 
easier for us to deal with than nebulous, 
vapourings in many vernaculars. The matte 
will then have passed from the stage of 
verbiage to that of action ; from the quibbles 
of the Law Courts to the tribunal from which 
there is no appeal ; and before which many 
of the learned members of the native legal 
profession will ba in no haste to appear. It is 
not meet that the sower should be absent at 
harvest time.” © 

The Calcutta “Englishman” «publishes 4 re- 
markable circular emanating from a native 
secret society. Its tenor may be gathered 
from the following extracts : ‘Golden Bengal 
—Fifty ‘housand people are requirad to die ; 
you all be ready. What is the good of 
crying any mora? The only thing is to give 


blood from the heart. Wherever you are 


assembled together, you promise, that you wil 
break the nests of the Feringhi Babui-birds, 
tearing them into pieces and throwing them 
into the water of the Ganges. Uotil we do 
this we shall not see our interests looked 
after. 

“Come, brother wherever you are—Brab- 
min, Kayasta Sudra, Chundal, Mussalman, 
Christian, who is thinking it glory to style 
himself ‘Son of Bengal.’ Come, brothers ; 
assemble together ; let us forget all mean 
self interest. 

“Why are we blind not to see before us 

ow unfortunate we are? Feringhis are making 
our mother naked. Why does not blood flow 
from our eyes? Who is-insulting our go!den 


‘mother? Bengalis are not cowards or un- 


grata.ol. Brothers, Hindus and Mussulmans, 
gird your loins for the hononr of your mother. 
Since all must one day die, why fear? M 
strong your hearts. You will see that a crore 
of people will come and stand by you; you 
will see that by the exertion of a crore of 
people the guns, bullets, and bayonets of the 
Feringhi people will disappear, 

“Take these with you, assemble and give 
loud. cries, beat the sahibs of the city, drive 
them away. We willgovern our own country. 
Do not care for the police, do not fear guns 
or bayonets. Delay not, delay not; delay 
will rain all. Rise all! Now is the very

Royal Standard is to be used for the Queen in 
the same manner as for his Mejesty. As the 
occasion for, all Royal Salutes are officially 
notified, the use of the Royal Standard is 
unnecessary when royal salutes are fired in 
the absence of the Sovereign. | 

It has been ordered that commanding officers 
must be present with their units when mobilisa- 
tion equipment is being inspected. 

It has been intimated that the period’of 
farlough at home of soldiers on the Indian or 
Colonial establishment is to reckon as Indian 
or Colonial service. 

It ig stated that important changes in 
naval organisation will be shortly made. The 
Atlantic Fleet will be divided into three 
divisions, an English, Irish, and Scottish one. 
The latter will be based on Rossyth, and will 
be practically a North Sea rquadror, the Irish 
one will have its base at Berehaven, and the 
English equadron will base on Dover. Each 
squadron will be commanded by a vice-admiral, 
with a rear-admiral second in command, and 
Lord Charles Beresford will be in supreme 
command, It is said that the present forma- 
tion of the Atlantic Fleet with its base on 
Gibraltar would not permit of it speedily 
reinforcing the Channel Fleet in time of war 
in home waters. In the latter case, that duty 
would devolve on the Irish division. The 
North Sea Division will be strongest, and we 
need hardly say that it will be a practical 
answet to German naval aggression. The 
whole trend of British naval opinion ie, that 
the next naval war,.so faras England is con- 
carned, will bein home waters, and to that 
end she is concentrating her forces, and getting 
them into hand for.any contingency that the 
complicated character of Continental politics
